Mem- 
bers of the railroad .commission say 
that while the reaction from the mini- 
mum wage order has not yet reached 
the commission in applications for in- 
creased rates it will doubtless Increase 
the cost of operation largely, .espec- 
ially of the smaller companies. 


Many,- possibly the . majority, 
of 
these smaller, companies it 
appears 


have not been making a reasonable 
return on their investment during the 
past five years, and the increase in 
wages will mean either that they will 
have to go out of business, 
or

authority to Increase their rates to a 
point whore they can meet

Some of the chief representatives of 


the 'independent companies who have 
been in Madison during the past few 
days: since the 22 cent order was is- 
sued,, say that the increased wage will 
inevitably result in Improved service. 
One of these representatives, in -speak- 
ing of wage conditions said: "The 
independent companies have been, for 
the past few years, rebuilding: their 
lines and renewing their equipment to 
bring their service up to a proper stan- 
dard.

"And the latter," he said, "required 


more oC Christian grace than flying 
or shouting. It takes more power to 
make light than to make noise, and 
the climax of life is not in vjsion or 
rapture, but in service to mankind. 
He emphasized the thought that all

should reveal God and opportunities 
for service, and should come tor the. 
betterment of mankind. Such visions, 
he thought, would result in the estab- 
lishment of hospitals, of enlarged mis- 
sionary fields, and of Improvement of 
industrial conditions.
